area. The commander of the Yagorsko Katnicki Krizari company is 
Nikola Dusper, 28-year-old law atudent and former Ustashi

with Dusper, is Lt. Klapi Pongrads, 26-year-old Law stucent and 
former air forces Lieutenant.

fhe group commanded by Dusper has about 215 active Krizari, armed 
with various types of rifles end pistols and with two Breda machine 
puns, The group under Pongrady is composed of about 196 active 
Krigeri, arwed with varicus weapons including one 05mm: field gun 
and four machine guns. The woat serious problem for these 
Keizari groups is their lack of Mauser rifle amamnition, hand 
erenades, and explosives. They carry out attacks and sabotace on 
he main Zagreb~Varazdin and Zagreb-~Krizevei-Koprivnica highways, 
destroying telephone and telegraph lines and damaging the road 


SUPrraces. 


Between Ludberg and Verszdinski Toplice is Leskovec village, the 
vesidents of which are almcst all. Kreigzeari. 


The Krizari hospital is on the Moslayvina mountain near Popovac. 
here are alsc amaumition, foed, and clothing depots, and a 
weapons repairing unit. The Moslavacki Krizari territory includes 
the Moslavacka moumtain and the northwest part of Bilogora - 

about 15,000 square kilometers.

At the end of July 1946 two leaflets were published and 
delivered clandestinely to the vopulatioi of Zagreb. Both lesaf- 
lets bore the signature o: the publishing authority as the 
"aroatian Government in Exile", The first ieaflet carried the 
nenes of the ministers of the new Groatian government in exile: 
prasident of the Republic - Dr. Viatko Macek; Vice-president of 
the Republic - Dr. Butkovich; Ministers - Sibe Breich, Ivan 
HMestrovich, Dr. Totbar, Rukavina, Knez, 3tevan Pribicevich, 
Moagla dv., and Jure Krmpotich. The second leafiet carried a 
pesolution submitzed by this soverment to the Allies request 
ing that the whole of Croatia with Bosnia and Herzegovina be 
yeparated from Yucoslevia and be placed under the protectorate 
of the United jtates. The resolution requests that the 

demands of the Croatian Peasant Party leaders be supported by 
the United States, Engieud, and France. It accuses Tito of © 
being a criminal who caused she death of 750,000 Croats, and 
states that 350,000 other Croats have disappeared without trace. 
Many HSS (Croatian Peasant Party) members were arrested following 
the appearance of these learlets. 


The following areas are regarded as centers of illegal Keizarl 
activity: Bjelovar, Djakovo, ali of Slavonia, Papuk, and. 
wendija. In these areas Liquidation of outspoken OZNA personnel 
and the destruction of municipal files sre frequent occurences, 


The secretary of the regional 100 (Poople's Liberation Cormiitee ) 
@as killed at Okucani while delivering a speech, At the 
besinning of August 1946,4a Group of 24 Krizari broke into the 
village of Berak, Vinkovei District, disarmed the local garrisen 
and kidnapped two government soldiers. On this occasion the 
Krizari entered the viltace dpassed in government uniform and 
wearing authorized insignia and emblems. 


At the beginning of July 1946, Chetniks and Krizari operating 
together in Bosnia = and particularly in Central Bosnia - 
captured 20 OZNA personnel. During August 1946, Krizari twice 
blew up the railway line near Brcko. The Slavonski-Lrod~ 
Sarajevo railway line is a permanent target for frequent 
Krigari-Chetnik attacks. In the Gorski Kotar area, especially 
in the vicinity of Cabar-Gerovo, trains operating between 
Orulin-Susak are frequently attacked by "shumars"” (men of the 
forests) as they are called by the local. popvlation. In this 
area anti-Tito youth are active in political and religious 
-propegenda. Government suthorities have been compelled to adopt 
special security measures on this line because of the increasing 
frequency of attacks. ighway traffic in the area is also 
abbacked sad anti-Tito elements have succeeded in capturing fully 
Loaded trucks on the road. On 19 September on the Ropatec-Vert 
stretch, "shumars" attacked with bombs and submachine guns 4 
train carrying physical culture teams, wounding sixty persons 
and killing a considerable number, 
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In the areas of Zagrebuchkea Gora and Hrvatsko Zagorie tuners 
ave. many smiail Krizeri croiues wonich have held out 
succsssiuLly wth He. preteetion of the local population.

Reprisals by the sovernment have been crastic, At the 
vegianing of uly, 16 young men connected with the Krizari 
were shot at Keapinski ¢ Sop ice as veers ac against Krizarl 
eho had burned the municipal files and killed four prominent 
covepoment functionaries in Garajevo and its vicinity, 
authorities nave made aeore t lists of prominent Crcat 
watioaslistsa who sre to be rersrded as hostases in the event 
of increased Keizari activity. 


Specially organized Corrmuni.st groups of three, called by the 
neople tProntoyski tro ie" (groups | of three adherents ox the 
Foepular Front), are very active not only in Groatia but 
throughout Yugoslavia. The mission of these groups is that 
of killing outspoken nationalists in the villages in the same 
manner as Krigari kill cutsooken Communists, During June, 
five dead bodies of prominent peasants «nd HSS leaders ef tue 
Sv, Ivan Zelina district were found in « forest. At the 
beginning of August, three prominent peasants and HSS leaders 
from the Kutin dia trict Were found deac., 


Geceuse of inoveased Krizarl activity, the Groat Public 
Prosecutor sens a conficential circular letter to the Peoplets 
Prosecutors atseched to each district NOO, pointing out that 
“tn view of the attacks which becone more and more frequent 
egainst military patrols, small garrison forces, and various 
fPuncticnaries, people's eaushorities should in the future 
undertake action against trensgressors in accord with the 

responsible military commanders in charge of the district, 
Measures taken should be quick and SEVeEre3 sentences should be 
made and carriod cut immediately." 
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
